Tho 
steer brought from the raaoa re- 
fuses to eat com when it ia first 
plaoo.l boforo him, and very often 
a wook or ton .lays is required to 
toarh him that rom is palatable and 
usofiil. This is no roason for claim- 
inp that corn i« not valiiablo food 
for range cattle, but it is qnito as 
reeaonable as tho claim that sweet 
clover ia not useful for feeding eowa. 

In the ipring awaeC eknar aeaMa 
on and groara vigeroualy bafora aay 
other crop. It is ready for graaiag 
so early that animals hungry for 
fresh proon food may be turned on 
it boforo any otbor frosh sticrulonce 
is available. Whon tbi« is done, 
moat cows will loam i" oat it at 
once and increase in flow accord- 
ingly. After cows graze a few days 
upon it, one will note that a maior- 
ily of theai prefw tll» aair dlher 
graaa. 

Sweet clover la aapaalally val- 
uable for prazing purpoaes in 
Iho hot. dry spells of summer. 
Being liiouplit rosistant in charac- 
ter, the swo. t clovor prows lux- 
uriantly, evon whon -ovoro droupliU 
appear and when all other pa.slures 
are dry and worthless, the sweet 
clover providee an abundahoe of 
food, if tt has been properly eared 
for eariier ia the n aioa. 

In eone luaion it may be said that 
ttio ( hiof valtie of sweet clover is 
that it ailapts itself readily to many 
soils that rofn-o to prow any other 
jonunios, and. by (irowiiip it thore, 
I hi' soil undorpf»e« the nio-t oxool- 
lonl proparation that can be pro- 

vidoii for iiiakiiip it suitaUa to groav 
other legumes later.
